Labour think they can 
pull off shock result 
in ‘safe’ Tory seat 


LABOUR Party chiefs in Kensington are 
seriously predicting the previously-thought- 
impossible - that the bluest seat in Britain 
could turn red next week. 

They say the long-accepted belief that Kensington is 
the safest Conservative seat in the universe is “twad¬ 
dle”. 

But independent election experts say Labour’s high 
hope is rubbish and that the Tory candidate Victoria 
Borwick is predicted to walk it. 

Labour leaders say statistically all that is needed is 
“a slight swing” for Kensington to return the biggest 
shock result of the entire general election. 

A combination of changes since the last election - 
when Sir Malcolm Rifkind won the safe Tory seat with 
a majority of 8,616 - has made Labour bosses believe 
that now the seat isn’t so safely-Conservative at all. 

Labour believes that Sir Malcolm’s “cash-for-ac- 
cess” scandal, which forced his resignation in Febru¬ 
ary, has weakened local support for the Conservatives. 

Labour also believes it will benefit from the fact that 
thousands of foreign-owners who do not get a vote and

second-homers - who get a vote elsewhere - have 
moved to Kensington since the last election, when the 
Conservatives won 50 per cent of the votes. 

“In 2010 Rifkind’s Kensington was 142nd safest out 
of 307 Tory seats. But according to Electoral Calculus, 
by October 2011 he had slipped to 211th safest,” said 
a leader of Labour’s Kensington election team. 

“That same month Electoral Calculus predicted the 
following vote: Conservatives - 43 per cent, Labour - 
34 per cent, LibDem - 1 per cent, UKIP - 16 per cent, 
Green - 5 per cent. 

Fallacy 

“While this 9 per cent margin has shifted a bit, 
mainly due to UKIP’s own failings, the new Tory can¬ 
didate has barely scraped Kensington up to 201st 
safest. 

“Meanwhile our own calculations show that, based 
on the 2014 local election swing, if we could get our

Labour vote out and enjoy a slight swing we could ac¬ 
tually win. 

“Many of our Labour supporters believe the fallacy 
that Kensington is the safest in the universe and don’t 
use their vote because of this error.

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Mayor delighted to launch a'revolution in volunteering' 


It’s easy for Londoners to lend a hand 


T HE Mayor of London Boris John¬ 
son has officially launched a rev¬ 
olutionary new speed volunteering 
scheme to encourage busy Londoners to 
try out volunteering for the first time. 

The scheme is the latest development in the 
Mayor’s Team London volunteering programme, 
which has seen almost 62,000 Londoners help out 
across the capital in the last two years. 

According to an independent survey, 60 per cent 
of potential volunteers are deterred from volun¬ 
teering because they feel they do not have suffi¬ 
cient time due to work commitments. People also 
cited home and family responsibilities, caring for 
elderly relatives or studying as other reasons for 
not getting involved. 

The digital Team London speed volunteering 
initiative will allow people to sign up for short 
bursts of activity which fit around their schedules, 
whilst making a real difference to their communi¬ 
ties. 

The online speed volunteering platform works by 
allowing individuals to input their interests, location 
and availability, to then be matched with possible 
opportunities. The website for Londoners to visit 
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is called speedvolun- 
teer.london .gov.uk 
All the volunteering 
opportunities are for six 
hours or less, require no 
training and are one-off 
activities, at flexible 
times throughout the 
week. 

Charities and organi¬ 
sations have welcomed 
the move, which will 
free up thousands of po¬ 
tential volunteers to help 
out at short notice on 
much-needed projects. 
Almost 40 organisations 
across London have al¬ 
ready signed up to the 
scheme, offering over 
3,500 sessions, from 
stewarding a floating 
community cinema to greening a local park or help¬ 
ing at a community centre. 

Boris Johnson said: “Team London’s fantastic 
new speed volunteering plan has the potential to 


revolutionise volunteering in the capital. We know 
more Londoners want to get involved but often find 
it challenging to fit volunteering into their hectic 
lives. This scheme is designed to encourage every¬ 
one to give volunteering a go but with added flexi¬ 
bility. I urge Londoners to see how speed 
volunteering might work for them.” 

Veronica Wadley, senior advisor on volunteering, 
said: “This is hugely exciting for London and will 
open up volunteering to people across the capital. 
There are thousands of short, speedy activities to 
choose from, from an hour teaching IT classes in 
your lunch break, to two hours greening your local 
park on your commute home, or a morning helping 
at a day centre on the weekend. Register now at the 
Team London website and get involved.” 

V OLUNTEERING is a great way 
to gain skills and experience and 
although there is no expectation 
for speed volunteers to commit to organ¬ 
isations they support, many have chosen 
to help out on a regular basis. 

As part of the platform, volunteers can create an 
online volunteer CV, endorsed by the Mayor of 


London, and include a volunteer organisation as a 
reference. Public profiles can also be added to 
Linkedln. 

Hannah Saverymuttu, who is a speed volunteer 
for a homelessness charity in Tower Hamlets, ex¬ 
plained how she became involved. She said: “I 
signed up for a two-hour speed volunteering session 
with Providence Row, a charity providing services 
to help people tackle the root causes of their home¬ 
lessness.” 

She explained: “Accompanied by a staff member, 
I started teaching sessions on keyboard skills, writ¬ 
ing CVs, setting up email accounts and using Mi¬ 
crosoft Excel and PowerPoint.” 

Jonathan Dean, senior community engagement 
co-ordinator at Trees for Cities, was equally enthu¬ 
siastic about the new initiative. 

He said: “The speed volunteering platform is a 
great system - the ability to offer opportunities at 
short, one to two-hour time slots throughout the 
week and weekend is really useful for us, and it’s 
now really easy for us to match volunteers to the 
opportunity that they apply for. 

“We’ve had some fantastic volunteers support 
our mid-week sessions which has really helped our 
programmes!”

But Electoral Calculus clearly believes that 
Labour’s great expectations are twaddle too. 

For although Labour calculates that it has 10,300 
supporters in Kensington, it would require every one 
to vote, and ALL of those residents who voted Lib- 
Dem, UKIP and Green in the last election to vote 
Labour too, for its candidate Dr Rod Abouharb to 
beat the Conservative candidate Lady Victoria Bor- 
wick. 

Which is why Electoral Calculus is predicting that 
Lady Borwick has a 90 per cent chance of winning 
the seat with 49.8% of the vote. 

Electoral Calculus, who were the most accurate 
forecaster at the 2010 election, also say Chelsea & 
Fulham Conservative candidate Greg Hands has 99% 
likelihood of keeping his seat and is expected to get 
60% of the vote, with Labour getting 23% and the 
Lib Dems 3.6 per cent, less than the 6.3% predicted 
to go to the Green Party. 

Meanwhile, Electoral Calculus says UKIP will not 
only fail to win Kensington but also that it will be 
wiped out in London at the general election - win¬ 
ning not one seat in the capital. 

Despite all of the UKIP clamour in recent years, 
Electoral Calculus says Nigel Farage’s party will be 
completely rejected by the vast majority of London 
voters.

The Lib Dems are predicted to lose Brent Central 
[to Labour], Hornsey & Wood Green [to Labour], 
Bermonsey & Southwark [to Labour], Carshalton & 
Wallington [to the Conservatives] and Sutton & 
Cheam [to the Conservatives]. 

The London political map after May 7th is pre¬ 
dicted to be: Liberal 2 seats [from 7], Conservatives 
26 seats [from 28] and Labour 45 seats (from 38). 

Electoral Calculus says the Tories will lose Brent¬ 
ford & Isle worth, Croydon Central, Hendon and En¬ 
field North to Labour and will gain Carshalton & 
Wallington and Sutton & Cheam from the Lib Dems. 

They predict that Labour will lose no seats but will 
gain Brent Central, Hornsey & Wood Green and 
Bermondsey & Southwark from the Lib Dems and 
will win Hendon, Enfield North, Brentford & Isle- 
worth and Croydon Central from the Tories. 

UKIP is predicted to not get even 20% of the vote 
in any London constituency. Electoral Calculus say 
UKIP’s best five results will be Hornchurch & Up- 
minster (19.8 per cent of the vote), Old Bexley & 
Sidcup (19.3 per cent), Romford (18.4 per cent), 
Bexleyheath & Crayford (17.9 per cent] and Bromley 
& Chistlehurst (16 per cent). 

The Greens are predicted to fare even more badly 

- with their best five results being Lewisham & 
Deptford (14 per cent of the vote), Hackney North & 
Stoke Newington (13.9 per cent), Hackney South & 


IT WAS the “Great Lister Bake Off’ at Chelsea-based 
The Lister Hospital as staff rallied together to raise 
awareness for Allergy Awareness Week.

Electoral Calculus’s prediction for the national out¬ 
come of the general election adds up to political 
chaos, with the Conservatives winning most seats but 
falling 44 seats short of an overall majority.

N Ireland - 18 seats (from 18) 

SNP - 48 seats (from 6 ). 

In theory, such a result would trigger not only a sec¬ 
ond election but probably new leaders elected too for 
the Lib Dems and the Conservatives, with Theresa 
May and Boris Johnson tipped to battle it out to re¬ 
place David Cameron.

Hannah Hunter, Specialist Dietician at The Lister 
Hospital, explained: “By combining a description of 
your symptoms with appropriate tests and an exami¬ 
nation, an allergy specialist will be able to tell you if 
you have an allergy. This may include blood test or 
skin prick testing, where small drops of different so¬ 
lutions are placed on your skin and pricked with a tiny 
needle and any response on your skin will be meas¬ 
ured. These tests should only be carried out by expe¬ 
rienced professionals as results can sometimes be 
difficult to interpret”. 

Specialists 

The Chelsea Allergy Clinic based at the hospital pro¬ 
vides a full and comprehensive assessment consulta¬ 
tion (where the allergy test can include a skin prick) 
or an allergen specific blood test (if required). 

She continues, “Our clinic at the Lister Hospital in 
Chelsea is made up of a team of specialists from dif¬ 
ferent disciplines who work together to comprehen¬ 
sively diagnose and manage allergies. We only use 
reliable and approved testing and base our treatment 
on the most recent evidence.” 

Andy Willcocks, Chief Nursing Officer at The Lister 
Hospital comments, “At the Chelsea Allergy Clinic 
we see a great number of patients who are learning to 
live and deal with the symptoms of their allergies and 
intolerances, and we wanted to highlight that even if 
you are restricted in your diet, you can still enjoy 
cakes and treats. We felt it was important to show how 
you can tailor your ingredients to avoid these triggers 
but still enjoy your food.”

S OMETIMES a brand is so 
toxic that its owners try to 
bury any trace of it, think of 
Ratners. But sometimes brands 
are so powerful they endure, even 
though the original product is 
much altered. 

One obvious local example is Peter 
Jones. John Lewis so ad- /- 
mired this rival store 
that when he took it 
over he kept the name, 
he kept the staff and he 
emulated the ethos. 

And so it will be with 
Maxilla nursery. 

Maxilla has for decades 
been doing a great job 
for the people of North 
Kensington but a conflu¬ 
ence of unavoidable facts 
means it must now move 
out of its home and join 
forces with the nearby 
Golborne nursery. 

What are those facts? The first and 
most telling is the drastic reduction we 
have suffered in the money available to 
fund nursery places. 

Then there is the building. Maxilla is a 
great nursery because of its wonderful 
staff, not because of its wonderful build¬ 
ing. At Maxilla, The Gruffalo and The 
Very Hungry Caterpillar get read in a 
bleak portacabin, in a grim spot beneath 
the Westway. Not only does that building 
now require a lot of investment, its lease 
is up for renewal. 

At a time of severe austerity, we had to 
ask ourselves: do we pay a higher rent, do 
we pay for a new building, or do we make 
better use of buildings we already own? 
We think the rational and practical

thing to do is the latter. 

Golborne nursery is also a great nursery 
with close links to Maxilla. It is nearby. 
Its far superior building can comfortably 
accommodate all the extra children and 
the extra staff too. We are spending 
£250,000 to prepare it for the new ar¬ 
rivals. And as I have already said, we are 
keeping the Maxilla name and Maxilla 
staff and thus the ethos will survive as 
well. 

Of course the many 
people whose children 
have thrived at Maxilla 
will worry about the im¬ 
pact of this change. We 
understand that and we 
are working hard to re¬ 
assure them. 

But the plain truth is 
this council is doing a 
good job of protecting 
services to children, and 
especially vulnerable 
children. We are also a 
council that, thanks to years of careful 
saving and planning, is still able to invest 
massively in the young people of North 
Kensington. 

We have just opened a new secondary 
academy for which we provided the site 
and more than £10m in construction 
costs; we have entirely rebuilt Middle 
Row primary, now Ark Brunei; we are re¬ 
furbishing and expanding Colville Pri¬ 
mary; we are rebuilding and expanding 
Barlby Primary and creating a brand new 
school for children with special needs; we 
are building a brand new St Anne’s and 
Avondale nursery and there is much more 
that I could add.

The London political map after May 7th is pre¬ 
dicted to be: Liberal 2 seats (from 7), Conservatives 
26 seats (from 28) and Labour 45 seats (from 38). 

Electoral Calculus says the Tories will lose Brent¬ 
ford & Isleworth, Croydon Central, Hendon and En¬ 
field North to Labour and will gain Carshalton & 
Wallington and Sutton & Cheam from the Lib Dems. 

They predict that Labour will lose no seats but will 
gain Brent Central, Hornsey & Wood Green and 
Bermondsey & Southwark from the Lib Dems and 
will win Hendon, Enfield North, Brentford & Isle- 
worth and Croydon Central from the Tories. 

UKIP is predicted to not get even 20 per cent of the 
vote in any London constituency. Electoral Calculus 
say UKIP’s best five results will be Hornchurch & 
Upminster (19.8 per cent of the vote), Old Bexley & 
Side up (19.3 per cent), Romford (18.4 per cent), 
Bexleyheath & Crayford (17.9 per cent) and Brom¬ 
ley & Chistlehurst (16 per cent). 

Political chaos 

The Greens are predicted to fare even more badly 
- with their best five results being Lewisham & 
Deptford (14 per cent) of the vote, Hackney North 
& Stoke Newington (13.9 per cent), Hackney South 
& Shoreditch (12.8 per cent), Tottenham (10.9 per 
cent) and Hornsey & Wood Green (10.7 per cent). 

Electoral Calculus’s prediction for the national out¬ 


come of the general election adds up to political 
chaos, with the Conservatives winning most seats 
but falling 44 seats short of an overall majority. 

According to the predictions, even if the Conser¬ 
vatives formed a Coalition with ALL the Lib Dems, 
UKIP, the Greens, the Welsh and Northern Ireland 
MPs, they would still be six seats short of a majority 
over Labour and the SNP. 

Financial experts are predicting that such an out¬ 
come would cause the markets to go into freefall and 
that another election would have to be called to try 
make Britain governable and remotely stable. 

The Electoral Calculus prediction for the election 
results are: 

• Conservatives - 280 seats([from 307) 

• Labour - 281 seats (from 258) 

• Lib Dem - 17 seats (from 57) 

• UKIP - 2 seats (from 0) 

•Green - 1 seat (from 1) 

• Plaid Cymru - 3 seats (from 3) 

• Northern Ireland - 18 seats (from 18) 

• SNP - 48 seats (from 6) 

In theory, such a result would trigger not only a sec¬ 
ond election but probably new leaders elected too for 
the Lib Dems and the Conservatives, with Theresa 
May and Boris Johnson tipped to battle it out to re¬ 
place David Cameron. 
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Greens want to sort out the ‘fat cats’ 


GUY Rubin, Green Party candidate for 
Chelsea & Fulham, has his eyes on sorting 
out the fat cats. 

He says: “The Greens want a more equal London 
based on fair wages and taxation for all. We will in¬ 
troduce a minimum living wage of £10 so that all Lon¬ 
doners have enough to provide for themselves and 
their families. The Greens will cap London bankers 
bonuses - the highest in the world and introduce a 
wealth tax on the very richest (those with assets of 
more than £3 million) - this ensures that those earning

‘Prince of Wales’junction, I am convinced that a bet¬ 
ting shop on this dominant site will be harmful to the

Considerable efforts have been made in recent 
years to improve the ‘piazza’ opposite the Prince of 
Wales, which had been plagued by crack¬ 
dealing and street drinking.lt was neces¬ 
sary to have a dedicated police team just 
to deal with the problems in the area. 
Despite the combined efforts of the 
Council, Local Area Partnership, 
traders and residents, this has not 
been a quick or easy task and whilst 
much progress has been made, the 
area still faces challenges. 

“There is a high level of deprivation 
in the surrounding streets and estates and 
several services close by providing support 
for vulnerable people, including Westminster Drugs 
project, Central and North West London Mental 


Health service and City Living for people with learn¬ 
ing disabilities. 

“Whilst it is important that a betting shop in this 
location would be the 8 th within a short radius (not 
least because recent figures indicate that £5m was 
lost to Fixed Odds Terminals alone in north West¬ 
minster last year) what is particularly significant is 
the importance of this site. 

“Any sustained improvement in the area must start 
with the ‘corner’ premises of the junction- of which 
the former Prince of Wales is easily the most physi¬ 
cally significant. This site becoming a betting shop 
sends a signal that we have ‘lost’ the square as a man¬ 
aged, mixed, safe and potentially vibrant part of the 
community. 

“I have made direct representations to BetFred in 
respect of this site, and regret that they have not cho¬ 
sen to respond.” 



Young candidate’s quest for more equal society 


LIBERAL-Democrat for Kensington hope¬ 
ful Robin McGhee is only 23-years-old, 
and as one of the youngest parliamentary 
candidates in the country, Mr McGhee says 
he is particularly interested in the issues af¬ 
fecting young people. 

The Lib-Dems say of Robin: “He wants to reduce 
high rents by outlawing ‘buy-to-leave, where rich oli¬ 
garchs can buy up properties and refuse to let them 
out, and by building more houses outside the capital 
and investing in better transport for commuters. 

“Robin is also keen to protect small shops and busi¬ 
nesses in the borough by making it more difficult for 
landlords to sell commercial property for housing, 
and by reducing business rates for small businesses.”

Somebody who’s going to stand 
up for all residents of Kensington. 

You know Kensington has lots of 
very poor areas and lots of very rich 
areas. 

“I would be somebody who’s 
genuinely interested in social mo¬ 
bility and creating a more equal so¬ 
ciety. And somebody also who is 
willing to speak their mind. I would 
want to be a very strong, independently 
minded backbench MP who is entirely interested 
in getting stuff done. And getting stuff done in an 
imaginative way, not in a boring way of going along 
with what the system likes, which is what I think too 


many MPs like.” 

When asked what he might do for Imperial students 
who live in Kensington, he said: “Well, I am actually 
roughly their age, which is quite useful. All the other 
candidates are certainly not in their early twen¬ 
ties.

UKIP would make sure that this is not done for the 
avoidance of tax, but also I personally believe that 
there is such a thing as a local identity, I would like 
to see more powers given to local communities to 
protect their heritage and culture. 

6. What are your plans for the NHS in Westminster 



North? 

I would say that the NHS is only safe in UKIP hands, 
we are committed to it being free at the point of use, 
and no charges for seeing a GP. The NHS like all pub¬ 
lic services is suffering from uncontrolled immigra¬ 
tion, only UKIP will exit the EU and take back 
control of our borders.

IN A late intervention in the 
2015 General Election, 
shortly before nominations

ingham, Manchester and Le 
eds. 

Nicholas Ward, 73, is retired 
from a career latterly as an inde¬ 
pendent director on the boards of 
various companies, public bodies 
and charities. 

He has decided to stand because 
he opposes the £50+ billion proj¬ 
ect and is very concerned at the 
way the Government is driving it 
through Parliament. 

“With mind-defying arrogance, 
the Coalition Government has dis¬ 
missed this latest report out of 
hand,” he says, referring to the 
House of Lords Economic Affairs 
Committee which on March 25 re¬ 
ported that: 

•The Government has yet to 


make a convincing case for pro¬ 
ceeding with the project 
• It is not at all clear that HS2 
represents the best, most cost ef¬ 
fective solution to the problems it 
is intended to solve. 

All three major parties, Conser¬ 
vative, Labour and 
Liberal De¬ 
mocrats, 
are com¬ 
mitted 
to the 



scheme 
and Ward 
feels that 
they have delib¬ 
erately ignored HS2 during cam¬ 
paigning. 

‘Parts of London and long 
swathes of the countryside will be 
torn apart,’ says Ward. ‘This is a 
vanity project, the real costs of 
which have not been discussed. 
The construction phase alone will 
disrupt lives for a generation. At a 
time when the deficit is a key 
component in party manifestos, 
HS2 is unnecessary and a scan¬ 
dalous waste of public funds.’ 


Ward appeared before the House 
of Commons Select Committee on 
HS2 on March 17 and said ‘HS2’s 
evidence, arguments and conduct 
in these proceedings fall far short 
of what one would expect from 
such in important public 
body.’

Ward hopes that his efforts to 
secure a seat as an independ¬ 
ent candidate will bring focus 
to a major policy that has been 
deliberately pushed under the 
carpet by the key Westmin¬ 
ster parties 

‘There are serious concerns 
about HS2,’ says Ward. ‘The case 
is fundamentally flawed but the 
lack of an effective challenge in 
the House of Commons means 
there is a democratic deficit on 
this issue. I am standing to bring 
this outrageous situation to public 
knowledge in a marginal con¬ 
stituency that will be directly af¬ 
fected by HS2. As the nation 
decides on the next Government, 
the subject of this railway line 
must be discussed by politicians, 
the media and the public.’ 
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Schools meet big rise 
in demand for places 


WESTMINSTER education offi¬ 
cials have managed to stem the 
tide of pressure on school places 
facing many local authorities, par¬ 
ticularly in the capital. 

The authority reports that it has 
enough places for every pupil as 
well as being able to make extra 
places available for late applica¬ 
tions and those who will move to 
the city later in the year. 

Despite a record number of ap¬ 
plications for primary school 
places in London this year, all 
children in Westminster have been 
awarded a primary school place - 
with 80 per cent receiving their 
first choice, the council said this 
week. 

Westminster outperformed the 
neighbouring borough of Camden, 
which reported 75 per cent of their 
pupils achieving their first prefer¬ 
ence for schooling. 

According to recent analysis, 
the Local Government Associa¬ 
tion predicts that by September 
next year, two in five local author¬ 
ities in England - that is 66 out of 
152 - will have more children 
ready to start school than there are 
places for them. 

Andrew Christie, Executive Di¬ 
rector for Children’s Services at 
the council, said: “In Westminster 


we have a place for every child 
looking to begin primary school in 
2015, as well as extra places avail¬ 
able for late applications and those 
who move to the city later in the 
year. We will continue to be able 
to provide places for every child 
in 2016.” 

The percentage of Westminster 
school places offered to Westmin¬ 
ster residents was 80.7 per cent, a 
figure which does not include al¬ 
located places. Last year the fig¬ 
ure was 81 per cent. The number 
of vacancies remaining before the 
allocation of places was 293. 

Department for Education data 
published earlier this year predicts 
there could be 900,000 extra 
pupils in English schools over the 
next decade. New LGA modelling 
suggests the cost of creating 
places for all of these pupils is £12 
billion. 

Cllr David Simmonds, Chair¬ 
man of the LGA’s Children and 
Young People Board, said: 
“Mums and dads rightly expect 
their children to be able to get a 
school place and councils and 
schools are doing everything they 
can to provide this, in some cases 
going to extraordinary lengths to 
create places. 

“But we fear a tipping point 


could soon emerge when councils 
and schools can no longer afford 
the massive costs for the creation 
of places, nor find the space nec¬ 
essary for new classes, if this crisis 
is not properly dealt with. 

“We do not want any child to be 
without a place. That is why, at a 
time when parents are making big 
decisions about their child’s fu¬ 
ture, we are calling on the Govern¬ 
ment to commit to funding the 
creation of school places and hand 
councils the powers to open new 
schools, for both primary and sec¬ 
ondary-age pupils, before time 
runs out. Additionally, councils 
face a challenge creating places on 
time and in the right places when 
their hands are tied by red tape. 

“Councils face a challenge to 
create places on time and in the 
right areas, in a climate where 
they are also short of money to do 
so. The scale of this crisis is too 
much for council taxpayers to pay 
for alone. Additionally, much of 
the decision making about new 
school places rests in the hands of 
the Government, whose funding 
for school places came late. As a 
consequence, councils are carry¬ 
ing a billion pounds worth of costs 
which puts pressure on other 
school services.”

Workplace lessons 
will prove invaluable 


I T’S an American thing that started in 
the early 1990s, but if we’re going to 
adopt Halloween and pop tarts, then 
we could do a lot worse than get behind 
the initiative, Take Our Daughters To 
Work, which seems to me to be a worthy 
way of introducing youngsters to the re¬ 
ality of what their parents do to put a 
crust on the table. 

I guess I was ahead of my time with this since 
I brought both my daughters to work, and put 
them to work for Pimlico, and like my grand¬ 
daughter, Daisey, they were coming into work 
on weekends and school holidays from a young 
age. 

That said, I suppose it’s true that boys going to 
work with their dads is a much more common 
thing to see so Take Our Daughters to Work Day 
seems like a good idea to me. 

One of the biggest influences on the future ca¬ 
reer choices of young people is still parents. Ca¬ 
reers advice in schools and colleges is still not 
up to scratch in my opinion and who better to 
give first-hand advice on not just where to go to 
work, but why we need to work, than mum or 
dad. 

For those that don’t know anything about it, 
Take Our Daughters To Work Day was created 
in New York in the summer of 1992 by the Ms. 
Foundation for Women and its president, Marie 
C Wilson, with support from foundation founder 
Gloria Steinem. The first celebration took place 
on Thursday, April 22,1993 and it has since been 
celebrated on the fourth Thursday of April every 
year. 

The event has generally been scheduled on a 
day that is a school day for most children in the 
United States and schools are provided with lit¬ 
erature and encouraged to promote the pro¬ 
gramme. 

Educators are provided with materials for in¬ 


corporating career exploration into the school 
curriculum on the day before or after the event. 

Despite the obvious good intentions of the 
project there were some detractors who believed 
the day should also include boys. However, the 
Ms. Foundation contended that the programme 
was designed to specifically address self-esteem 
issues unique to girls and initially resisted pres¬ 
sure to include boys. 

Much of this pressure came from people in ed¬ 
ucation who did not wish to include the event in 
their curriculum given that their male students 
were not encouraged to participate. 

Boys are now included and are able to take 
part, but the principles of the day remain the 
same, which is the most important part, includ¬ 
ing the need to bridge the gap between education 
and employment. 

However, from the point of view of someone 
who runs a business that offers trade services 
like plumbing, electrical and roofing, any initia¬ 
tive to encourage more girls into our sector 
should be embraced. 

We’re right behind the #notjustforboys cam¬ 
paign and recently welcomed Employment Min¬ 
ister Esther McVey to our depot where she met 
quite a few of our female members of staff and 
was impressed with how we encourage girls into 
trade careers, but also in roles across all manner 
of departments. 

Yes, we’re keen to have more girls working as 
engineers, but it’s also important that there is a 
strong gender mix across all areas of the busi¬ 
ness, from accounts and HR through to recruit¬ 
ment and our call centre. 

And that’s why last week we had members of 
our team accompanied by their princesses to 
show them what it’s like to work in a busy and 
fast-moving business. Even if they don’t literally 
follow in the footsteps of their Old Man, getting 
a taste of what it’s like in the world of work, par¬ 
ticularly from the perspective of their parents, is 
invaluable.

Judged ‘outstanding’ in first inspection 


IN its first inspection as an Academy, 
Fulham-based Courtyard Alternative Pro¬ 
vision Academy, established in April 
2013, has been rated by Ofsted as ‘out¬ 
standing’ in all categories including lead¬ 
ership and management, behaviour and 
safety of learners, quality of teaching, 
and learner achievement.

Value of council reserves eroded 


■ I AM concerned - particularly in the run-up to 
a general election - that you persist in giving the 
Conservative leader of Kensington and Chelsea 
council the exclusive right to his own regular 
weekly column in your newspaper, without at the 
same time offering the local leaders of other par¬ 
ties any opportunity to present an alternative point 
of view.

£251 million at the end of 2014.

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all. The council’s latest budget shows that it 
earned only 0.38 per cent on its reserves last year, 
continuing the low returns received on these re¬ 
serves in previous years. This poor outcome arises 
because most of the reserves are invested in low- 
yielding short-dated gilts (government securi¬ 
ties) . 

A much higher rate of return could have been 
achieved by investing most of the reserves in 
longer-dated gilts offering the same security to the 
council. There was no need to hold such a large 
proportion of the reserves as liquid assets, and 
these low returns mean that the real value of the 
reserves have been progressively eroded by infla¬ 
tion. 


Adding to the absurdity of the situation, the 
council also has borrowings of £154 million, on 
which it pays an average interest rate of 6.75 per 
cent. It can only escape this burden by paying sub¬ 
stantial penalties for early repayment.

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New baby will cause 
a boom for economy 

Feel good factor keeps the tills ringing in ‘Kiss Me Kate’ effect

T HE Duke and Duchess of Cambridge 
have been hailed for giving a £250 
million kiss to the economy and set¬ 
ting cash tills ringing all over London with 
the birth of royalbabymania. 

Global fascination for the new baby, born to be 
fourth in line to the throne, is boosting spirits and 
takings across the capital. 

“It’s the big story of every bulletin and the Lon¬ 
don economy is glowing as a result of all the 
worldwide news about the new baby and its 
beaming mum - it’s the Kiss Me Kate Effect,” 
said one financial expert. 

Pubs and bars are enjoying their busiest days 
since Christmas as all over town Londoners and 
visitors are raising a glass to toast the new pride 
of London. 

“The royal birth is certainly going to have a 
positive effect on the UK economy," said Michael 
Ingram, economist at BGC Partners in Canary 
Wharf. 

“It engenders the feel-good factor and this is 
likely to manifest itself largely in the retail space, 
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consumers are likely to be out there spending a 
little bit more money, certainly retail outlets, 
pubs, restaurants will see the benefit in the form 
of increased purchases of food and drink. There 
will be memorabilia sales of course.” 


Experts predict the economy could be boosted 
by up to £250m. 

“At the time of the birth of Prince George two 
years ago, the Centre for Retail Research esti¬ 
mated that that birth would give us something 


like a £243m boost to the 
UK economy. I think we 
can expect a similar sort 
of figure this time 

around,” said Mr Ingram. ROYAL

pected to rocket, the proud parents have also been 
hailed for the way they have conducted them¬ 
selves since Kate’s pregnancy was first an¬ 
nounced on September 8th.

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From cheeky chappie to music icon 


In the latest in an occasional series, the London 
Weekly News takes a look at the lives and work of 
some great London names. This week we meet 
the nation's favourite musician 

Jools Holland

A S AROUND this time the ho¬ 
nours committee is sitting to 
decide who should get the good 
gongs on The Queen’s official 
birthday in June, there’s a name 
they should consider adding to the 
knight train of Sir Paul, Sir Elton 
and Sir Mick - Colonel Jools Hol¬ 
land OBE, Deputy Lieutenant for 
Kent, Fellow of Canterbury Christ 
Church University. 

It would be a popular pick, a great Lon¬ 
doner who is already reckoned by his 
many, many showbiz pals to be in the 
rock and roll House of Lords anyway. 

For who doesn’t like Jools Holland, the 
Deptford boy who became Britain’s best- 
connected man and best-loved pianist? If 
he was up for being the next Mayor of 
London, he’d walk it. He knows and has 
played for The Queen, Paul and Ringo 
were at his wedding, the last hit that their 
mate George ever wrote he did for Jools’s 
album and he was among the guests when 
Princess Charles married Camilla. 

The fact that David Cameron is also a 
huge fan of the Cockney cheeky chappie 
who has become Britain’s most-popular 
musician is almost small beer in the glit¬ 
tering circles that gladly open all doors 
for the Shooters Hill schoolboy who was 
chucked out of class at the age of 15 for 
letting the handbrake off a teacher’s 
parked car. 

To fully appreciate just how much he 
is loved by the Establishment alone, it is 
worth quoting in full the speech of con¬ 
gratulations that Prince Charles made 
when Jools was honoured at the Music 
Industry Trust Awards, at which the next 
king addressed him as “dear Jools”. 

The Prince of Wales continued: “I just 
wanted to add my heartfelt congratula¬ 
tions on your official promotion to the 
ranks of the great and good. There has 
been a long-running plot to promote you 
to a fully-fledged national treasure. 

“You are the very embodiment of that 
rare species and so many people’s lives 
have been enhanced not only by your ir¬ 
resistible music, but also by your wonder¬ 
ful humanity. Over the decades you have 
been one of the great stars of the British 
music industry and such is your appeal 
that you manage to inspire as many 
grandchildren as you do grandparents. It’s 
a rare trick we all marvel, I can assure 
you. During the last 20 years or so you 
have been such a marvellous help and 
support to me and an exemplary ambas¬ 
sador for many of my charities. When¬ 
ever you are present everyone knows 
something special is about to happen and 
it always does. 

“So thank you and bless you for every¬ 
thing you mean to so many people in this 
country and beyond.” 

“Dear Jools”? “Bless you”? Said 
Charles himself? This is a level of unpar¬ 
alleled endorsement that the PRs for more 
commercially-successful stars can only 
imagine in their wildest dreams. How 
does he do it? Well there’s the clue in the 
sentence above, the entirely-likable thing 
about Jools is that he doesn’t chase the 
top spots in the charts or want to make the 
most money from his shows - he’ll say, 


honestly, that it’s only about him loving 
his boogie-woogie; at which he makes no 
boasts to be as great as he is. If anyone on 
the honours committee is looking for a 
category to pin a knighthood on, for mu¬ 
sical services to modesty would be a good 
start. 

Ask him who are his favourite guests 
that he’s had in the just about everybody 
who has appeared on his BBC2 “Later” 
show and he’ll reply, “all of them”. Few 
if any other TV hosts would say that; 
they’d say Clapton or McCartney or the 
Gallagher Brothers. But Jools isn’t into 
star-rubbing and even when he’s in a 
room full of legends he just pulls that 
smiley face that says he’s amazed to be in 
there. 

“My shows are only about the music 
because I can only be me, I’m not an 
actor,” he says. 

And unlike other interviewers, he’s the 
best-regarded because he doesn’t probe. 
Cheeky at times, but never nosy; he only 
wants to talk songs. 

“Well, I think that’s probably what I 
want to do to all of the guests. I’m not try¬ 
ing to trick them into a confession of a 
crime, I’m trying to celebrate their 
beauty. When somebody performs on the 
show they are revealing more about 
themselves,” he says. 

No wonder then that when Paul, 
George and Ringo were looking for an 
interviewer for “The Beatles Anthology” 


/ 
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documentary and could have picked any¬ 
one in the world for the job which, be¬ 
lieve me, everybody wanted, they chose 
Jools. 

“He is my absolute TV hero bar none,” 
says Chris Evans, “there has been no 
other presenter like Jools, before or 
since.” 

“If you could choose an exemplar, you 
really couldn’t get much better than 
Jools,” says Stephen Fry. 

“He has an unbounded enthusiasm for 
everything,” says Vic Reeves. 

And, speaking for probably all of his 
“Later” guests, Jessie J adds: “If you’re 
asked to perform on Later with Jools you 
definitely know that there’s something 
you’re doing right. It feels like you’ve 
just got a sticker at school.” 

If anything, Jools - probably the only 
musician in the world to have been made 
an honorary colonel of the Royal Engi¬ 
neers - learned the tricks of his TV trade 
by not learning any tricks other than to 
just be himself, beginning with hosting 
“The Tube”, Channel 4’s ground-break¬ 
ing music show of the Eighties when,

aged just 24, he co-starred with Paula 
Yates. 

“But we were really appalling at the 
audition,” he says. “We were supposed to 
introduce a band we liked and do a fake 
interview with a student who was there. 
Paula ended up calling the student work- 
shy and slapping him. And I pretended to 
introduce some dead people, and mimed 
dragging them across the floor of the stu¬ 
dio. 

Just good manners 

“It was a shambles, it wasn’t funny, it 
was rubbish. What we didn’t understand 
was that in the control room was a 
woman called Andrea Wonfor, whose 
idea The Tube mainly was, who said to 
her fellow executives from Channel 4 and 
Tyne Tees: ‘I agree they’re not very pro¬ 
fessional, but none of us could stop look¬ 
ing at them, could we? Why don’t we try 
that? We’ve had all the other people who 
know what they’re doing and can remem¬ 
ber the words and it hasn’t worked.’ 

“We thought we were being hired be¬ 
cause of our talent and professionalism, 
whereas in fact it was because we were 
completely shambolic amateurs.”

Jools is the

He soon made the headlines, after he 
was suspended for swearing in a too-re¬ 
laxed moment on the live show. Mary 
Whitehouse, the influential clean-up TV 
campaigner of the time, wrote to him to 
tell him off. Other TV hosts would have 
bitten her back, but instead Jools agreed 
with her scolding. 

“She wrote to me, saying, ‘If you do 
this, standards will drop.’ I wrote back 
saying: ‘I absolutely agree with you. It 
was an inadvertent slip of the tongue on 
my part but actually, you’ve got a point.’ 
She was quite right,” he says. 

There’s another reason for his popular¬ 
ity, the Jools Holland courtesy which is a 
result of his working class roots and 
which accounts in part for his fondness 
for the royals. 

“I like them because they always write 
thank-you letters and set a good example. 
I don’t think people know what to do half 
the time, about taking their hat off in the 
presence of a lady and so on,” he says. 
“But I tell you what, Norman from the 
docks knows how to behave perfectly 
well. It’s just good manners. I think it’s 
good that the Royal Family is doing all 
that. Well done.” 

His friendship with Prince Charles is 
predicated on another modern rarity, an 
admiration for common sense. 

“'I agreed with a lot of the ideas he was 
trying to get across to people, about sus¬ 
tainability and buildings and how small is 
beautiful,” he says. “It’s the sort of things 
your grandmother would have said to 
you: ‘Why are you buying a silly modern 
fashion coat when your nan’s coat will fit 
you perfectly well?’ I identified with 
that.” 

But it’s music and in particular boogie- 


woogie that matters most for the UK’s 
likeable lad and as usual he’s immersed 
in it - “Later” has just returned for its 
46th series on BBC2 [Tuesdays and Fri¬ 
days] , his Radio 2 show is as good a listen 
as ever and May sees the start of a seven- 
month UK tour with his Rhythm & Blues 
Orchestra; catch it at the Hampton Court 
Festival on July 11th and 12th. 

“I started playing the piano at the age 
of eight, my mother played a little and 
used to sing blues songs. Both my parents 
liked jazz and blues, so there were those 
records around the house. But my uncle 
Dave played boogie-woogie in a little 
band and when I first heard him play all 
the chaos of the universe became ordered 
for me in that moment. I asked him to 
show me how to do it, which he did, and 
I’ve spent the rest of my life trying to fig¬ 
ure it out.” 

This year marks the 21st birthday of 
the Rhythm & Blues Orchestra, but they 
are still coming of age. 

“The extraordinary thing of having had 
a big band for as long as I have had is that 
it’s all the same people. We are very un¬ 
usual or unique to be the only Big Band 
to be going on this long, I think, to have 
the same people play and so we are hope¬ 
fully thinking together as well as playing 
together; thinking as one, rather than 
reading the music. 

“The orchestra is like a living, breath¬ 
ing organism... a big creature. It has 
grown organically - a group of people 
thinking together who need constantly to 
be fed new ideas, new music. We gig al¬ 
most non-stop for much of the year but 
we also find time to learn new things. 
We’ll retire some material and find some¬ 
thing new. And having different guests 
brings something additional. It is an on¬ 
going, never-ending process. 

“You need to have continuity in the 
people. So they don’t just read the music, 
they all need to actually think and feel the 
music. We do have some staples and 
there’s always some boogie woogie. I 
love to see the impact on people - seeing 
those boogie woogie muscles twitching 
or the ska knees moving as we play. 

“Which is the whole joy of playing 
live. You are looking into the whites of an 
audience’s eyes. But after you’ve done it 
for a while it becomes something you 
love - and it just gets better. Like every¬ 
thing in life, whether painting or writing 
or photography, the more you do, the 
more you gradually improve - and I like 
to think I’m doing that with a big band.”

Soundtrack of our lives 


Tom Vague lovingly 
assembles a chronological 
top 20 of Portobello Road's 
memorable songs... 

(1) ‘Portobello Road, Portobello 
Road, street where the riches of ages 
are stowed, anything and everything 
a chap can unload is sold off the bar- 
row in Portobello Road, you’ll find 
what you want in the Portobello 
Road.’ 

The most famous of the many Por¬ 
tobello Road songs in the 1971 Dis¬ 
ney film ‘Bedknobs and Broomsticks’ 
seems like the oldest as it’s set in 
1940, but is at least the fourth. 

(2) The Portobello pop music mar¬ 
ket opened for business in 1966 with 
Cat Stevens’ ‘Portobello Road’ song, 
on the b-side of his debut single, ‘I 
Love My Dog’, the first release on 
Decca’s Deram label. In the folk pop 
classic, Cat (now known as Yusuf 
Islam) was ‘getting hung up all day 
on smiles, walking down Portobello 
Road for miles, greeting strangers in 
Indian boots, yellow ties and old 
brown suits’, and ‘nothing looks 
weird, not even a beard.’ The lyrics 
were written by the American pro¬ 
ducer Kim Fowley, who later man¬ 
aged the Runaways punk group. The 
track has been cited by Rob Finnis as 
‘one of the few songs to capture, un¬ 
affectedly, the essence of London in 
the so-called swinging 60s.’ 

(3) At the same time Donovan 
came north to Portobello in ‘Sunny 
South Kensington’ and ‘met a fellow 
with a cane umbrella he must have 
used as a sieve.’ (4) The Cat 
Stevens/Kim Fowley track was duly 
covered by the American singer Elbe 
Janov and Cat’s guitarist Alun Davies, 
and (5) Spectrum came up with a 
more cynical Portobello song in 1967 
featuring the lines: ‘You can spend or 
stand stare, it’s better than the Chelsea 
fair, antiques,bric-a-brac... great Vic- 
toriana, customers, American, treated 
just like long lost friends, when busi¬ 
ness stops the friendship ends in Por¬ 
tobello Road, do you remember 
Portobello Road? They’ll pick your 
pockets clean there... you won’t forget 
you’ve been there.’ 

(6) Yet another track entitled ‘Por¬ 
tobello Road’ was recorded in 1968 
by Billy Nicholls, with members of 
the Small Faces for his Immediate 
album ‘Would You Believe?’ In this 
one there were ‘people raising 
hands to bid, taking off the lid 
and seeing what’s been hid, 
wrapping paper on the ground, 
screaming children showing off 
the things they’ve found... you 
can buy most anything, paperclips 

or even eastern wedding rings, tell 
you something that I found, 20 
Turkish cigarettes that fetched a 
pound.’ 

(7) Into the 70s the Pink Fairies 
did the street hippy ‘Portobello 
Shuffle’, a ‘foot-stomping boogie’ 
rallying cry to ‘roll out of your 
sheets, get out on the streets, it’s a 
new day coming’ (covered by Wilko 
Johnson in 2010). (8) Caetano 
Veloso’s ‘9 Out of 10’ song described 
a walk down Portobello Road ‘to the 
sound of reggae’, (9) the ‘Bunny Lee 
and the Aggrovators present Super 



Dub Disco Style’ album in¬ 
cluded a ‘Portobello Special Dub’, 
and (10) Clifton Larry Lawrence’s 
‘Out of One Man Comes Many Dubs’ 
featured another ‘Portobello Dub’ 
reggae track. 

(11) In punk rock legend, the Clash 
formed in Portobello market, as re¬ 
counted by Joe Strummer in ‘All 



the Young Punks’ on 
their second album: ‘I was hanging 
about down the market street... when 
I met some passing yobbos and we 
did chance to speak, I knew how to 
sing and they knew how to pose...’ 
The pre-Clash London SS group had 
a ‘Portobello Reds’ number. 

(12) The New York punk poet Patti 
Smith, who stayed at the Por- 
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tobello Hotel on Stanley 
Gardens, recorded a track called 
‘Looking For You’ featuring the line 
‘from the Portobello Road to the Port 
of Marseilles.’ The Valves’ ‘Ain’t No 
Surf in Portobello’ refers to the Edin¬ 
burgh Portobello beach, but they per¬ 
formed the number at Acklam Hall 
off Portobello Road. There’s also a 
Portobello Lass’ song by Harry 
Lauder referring to the Scottish resort. 

(13) Dire Straits’ ‘Portobello Belle’ 
was reputedly inspired by the late 70s 
landlady of Finch’s, the Duke of 
Wellington pub on the corner of Elgin 
Crescent, and was the most successful 
of all the songs. (14) In the early 80s 
the Lords of the New Church man¬ 
aged to cram most local mythology 
into their Goth rock meets Burundi 
beat ‘Portobello’ track, including: 
‘hole-in-the-wall, Bohemian hide¬ 
out, smugglers’ inn... strangers’ 
bazaar, doesn’t matter who you are, 
there’s a melting pot of lunatic 
fringe... we gotta go - Portobello, 
yeah, you gotta go - Portobello!’ 

(15) The Waterboys’ song ‘Some of 
My Best Friends are Trains’ featured 
the line: ‘I saw him selling winter 
coats on the Portobello Road.’ 


(16) Trans vision Vamp’s 
Wendy James took a trip 
‘across Portobello Road under¬ 
neath the Westway’ in ‘Wll 
Blues’, and Joe Strummer paid 
homage with the Latino Rocka¬ 
billy War track ‘Shouting 
Street’. (17) In the 90s and early 
2000s there were a couple more 
‘Portobello Road’ songs by Roy 
Aquarius and (18) James Ryan, 
(19) more mentions in the Blur 
tracks ‘Blue Jeans’ and ‘Fool’s 
Day’, and Blair’s ‘Have Fun Go 
Mad’ in ‘Sliding Doors’, (20) 
Sharleen Spiteri’s ‘Carnival Girl’ 
and Lily Allen’s ‘LDN’ set along 
Portobello, and the local singer 
Rosamund Portobellogirl. 

Portobello Farm was named in 
celebration of the victory over 
Spain in the 1739 battle of Porto 
Belo (now in Panama), which also 
inspired the song ‘Rule Britan-

Are all newspaper offices like this?

HAVE recently been touring the 
smaller fringe venues and this week I 
found another 
diamond - The Ar¬ 
eola Theatre in 
Hackney. 

They describe them¬ 
selves as 'locally engaged 
and internationally 
minded' and the whole 
building really gives off 
a cool and exciting buzz. 

Trendy in an unfinished 
way, this theatre is worth 
the slightly convoluted 
trip out from the central 

theatre district. _ 

I was there to watch a 

play called Clarion, by Mark Jagasia. Based on a sin¬ 
gle day in a newspaper office in central London, the 
storyline felt more than a little close to home for a re¬ 
porter from a print publication. 



Safe passage 

The Clarion, like many newspapers, has been strug¬ 
gling in recent years against the rise of the online dig¬ 
ital world. Its main competitor, the Sentinel, has 
embraced the change but the brash and anachronistic 
editor of the Clarion - Morris Honeyspoon - played 
by Greg Hicks, is convinced his exploitative style of 
news will see the Clarion's safe passage through the 
muddied waters.

Hicks is stupendous as the illiberal Morris whose 
hectoring in the boardroom makes the likes of Alan 
Sugar look like a pussy cat. He wonderfully portrays 
the ranting bully, only ever showing any semblance 
of humanity when engaging with aged columnist and 
lush Verity Stokes, played by Clare Higgins. 

Three time Olivier winner Higgins gives an as¬ 
tounding performance with raw emotion perfectly in¬ 
terspersed with the steely grit, honed from years at 
the coal face of tabloid journalism. Verity's office ally 
Josh, played with charm by Ryan Wichert, uncovers 
a potentially damaging revelation which could see 
the paper's despicable editor publicly ruined and spell 
the end of the Clarion. 

Anyone who has worked in journalism, or any of¬ 
fice for that matter, will recognise the other charac¬ 
ters. Albert (Jim By water), the nearly retired news 
editor and Clive (Peter Bourke), the smug corporate 
executive are both played with great adeptness and 
the elderly astrologer Dickie, played by John Atter- 
bury, really is the embodiment of a celestial prophet. 

Laura Smithers as the airhead work experience girl 
is accurately pretty annoying, and one audience 
member actually cheered out loud when she received 
a good hard slap from Higgins in act two. 

With a huge amount of inappropriate humour, blaz¬ 
ing monologues and general bad behaviour this is a 
real guilty pleasure and for journalists and ordinary 
human beings alike this is a must see. Not thinking 
about any of the characters in particular I have told 
my boss he has to see it!

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The True Love sails again

AFTER the hugely celebrated opening of Gypsy at 
the Savoy Theatre, another revival set to hit theatre- 
land this year is Cole Porter's newly revamped High 
Society at The Old Vic. 

Hotly anticipated, this classic musical is directed 
by West End superstar Maria Freidman and will be 
a must see for theatre musical fans when it opens in 
May. 

One of its stars, Ellie Bamber, is fresh from per¬ 
forming Letters of Note Live with the likes of Bene¬ 
dict Cumberbatch and Louise Brealey and has just 
finished a film with former Doctor Who, Matt 
Smith. Bamber is tipped to be one of the bright 
young theatre talents of 2015 as she takes on the 
role of Dinah in the Old Vic production. Ellie took 
some time out from rehearsals to tell me about the 
show. 

"I'm having an absolutely wonderful time,” she 
said. 

I play Dinah, who is the younger sister of Tracy 
Lord. We're a rather wealthy family and when the 
show starts Tracy has split up with her husband 
Dexter. It's all happy because Tracy is getting mar¬ 
ried to a new man George, who is a politician, but 
the day before her wedding Dexter turns up, so 
everything goes into absolute chaos and the party 
gets out of hand. 

Eventually everyone gets mixed up and the story 
is about Tracy and her journey through her love for 
different people and in the end, well, you'll have to 
wait to see what happens." 

The 1956 MGM film starred a young Grace Kelly 
alongside Bing Crosby and Frank Sinatra and was 
nominated for two Academy Awards for best song 
and best scoring. It was adapted for Broadway over 
40 years later and the Old Vic production features 
some new songs and new characters. 

Ellie continued: "I loved the Grace Kelly film. I 
watched it with my family when I was younger and 
obviously have watched it since. I recently went to 
see The Philadelphia Story which the show is based 
on and I thought it was wonderful because our show 
is something in between the two." 

Director Maria Friedman is a three time Olivier 
award winning actress, who has starred in numerous 
musicals and in 2012 directed the highly acclaimed 
revival of Stephen Sondheim's Merrily We Roll

Along at the Menier Chocolate Factory. I asked 
Ellie what it was like to work with such an expe¬ 
rienced and seasoned director. 

"It's been absolutely wonderful,” she said. “I'm 
so lucky to be working under her. She's so support¬ 
ive and I think because she's an actress she under¬ 
stands the processes we as actors go through. This 
whole musical is about parties and having fun and 
it's been like that at rehearsals. It's so great to be 
in the theatre again and I'm so lucky to be part of 
such a great production." 

Ellie stars in two films set for release next year, 
one of which is an adaptation of Seth Grahame- 
Smith's best selling novel Pride and Prejudice and 
Zombies with Matt Smith, Sally Phillips, and 
Charles Dance. 

"It's was very different to High Society obvi¬ 
ously,” said Ellie. “Lydia Bennett is such an iconic 
role so it was amazing doing my take on it. The 
fact that there are Zombies in the film is something 
that is so different. I think it's going to bring a 
younger generation to an older classic."

As one of the best things I've see this year, the re¬ 
view of some of Jerry Herman's most well-known 
Broadway musicals includes 
numbers from shows like 
Hello Dolly, Mame and Mack 
and Mabel. With one excep¬ 
tion the cast from the St James 
studio production will transfer 
to the Jermyn Theatre for a 
three week mn. 

I caught up with one of the 
stars, Ria Jones, to chat about 
the transfer and her love for 
the razzmatazz of Broadway 
musicals. 

"It's a great show and I loved 
that stage at the St James Stu¬ 
dio. It's going to be really in¬

Ria took part in the original workshop 
for this musical based on a washed-up silent movie 
star. 

"I told Andrew when I did the workshop origi¬ 
nally that I really wanted to do the part and he did 
promise me a revival, so I must hold him to that." 
You heard it here first! 

1 Jerry's Girls runs at The Jermyn Street Theatre 
from May 12th-31st and is a fairly small venue - 
booking is advised and very much recommended.

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Curtain Up’s Tim on singing 
nuns and dangerous cabaret 


London Music Awards

RESONANCE FM's Tim McArthur has more 
than one string his to bow. The host of the 
weekly Friday afternoon Curtain Up show 
is also a regular on the London cabaret cir¬ 
cuit, as well as being a very talented direc¬ 
tor. 

I caught up with Tim, following his spe¬ 
cial Olivier outside broadcast award for Res¬ 
onance. 

Tim said: "Resonance is a community radio 
station based in South London. It has a mix of 
shows ranging from Calling all Pensioners to 
Out in South London, a show aimed at the les¬ 
bian and gay community. 

“The Curtain Up show is a weekly celebration 
of the theatre scene in London. The hour-long 
show has three guests from the different shows 
each week. It’s been going for about three years 
and the show is live every week." 

Tim trained in musical theatre at Mountview be¬ 
fore in deciding to do a one man show in Little 
Venice. 

"I was just trying to get casting people to see me 
and amazingly it sold out, he said.” 

This kickstarted Tim's hugely successful cabaret 
career which led to him supporting stars such as 
Graham Norton, Bobby Davro and Julian Clary. 

"I started producing other artists, and then did a 
two-handed comedy show with Helen Leaderer 
which toured for six months. We got on really well 
and I've recently directed her one-woman show." 

Possibly Tim's most famous cabaret turn is with 
his alter ego Sister Mary. 

He said: "When I did the Purcell Room with my 
one-man show I needed something to open act 
two. One morning I was hungover and watching 
the Sound of Music. I was comfort eating Curly 
Wurlys, flicking through Women's Own and, I 
thought, I'll dress up as a nun and sing 'Do Re Mi' 
with the audience. The actor in me said, ‘you can't 
do that because there's no reason for her to do it’, 
so I thought about a nun who's trapped in a con¬ 
vent and wants to be a star. I came out as Sister 
Mary and sang 'I Want To Be A Star' and then did 
'Do Re Mi' with the audience." 

Sister Mary went down a storm and Tim took the 
act to Edinburgh, Cape Town and even New York. 

Speaking about his next project Tim said: "Sister 
Mary is going to be doing a monthly piece at the 
CockPit Theatre from September. 

It's going to be a variety show with lots of dif¬ 
ferent variety acts. She sort of takes over my life. 
It's nice not to do something for a while and then 
bring it back. Because this is a new show, a new 
format, hopefully her fans will come and see it." 

Tim's cabaret accomplishments led to many 
other achievements in the business from present¬ 
ing to master classes. About to work on Chess at 
the University of Cumbria, Tim has also just re¬ 
leased a solo album.

I don’t want to comment (on the 
Cesc Fabregas booking for a dive). 

“If John Terry had an amazing performance and he 
made a mistake, then he was still amazing. It’s the 
same for the ref - he had a good performance with a 
mistake.” 

Terry said: “The point on Sunday was a step to where 
we want to go. It’s not mathematically done yet. It’s 
still possible for other sides to catch us but it's a big 
step forward. 

"The main thing at the Emirates was not to let 
Arsenal gain points on us and we did that.

Fulham finish with a flourish 


T HERE is just no telling what Fulham will 
do from one week to the next but their 
fans could hardly have asked for more 
as the team signed off on the 2014-15 season 
at Craven Cottage with an entertaining 4-3 
victory against promotion-chasing 
Middlesbrough on Saturday. 

Fulham went ahead at the end of the first half 
with a header from Michael Turner in his last 
game for Whites on loan from Norwich City, 
before two penalties from Ross McCormack and 
a goal in the final minutes clinched his hat-trick. 

With the score at 3-3, Middlesbrough won a 
corner at the death and such was their desire to 
win the game, goalkeeper Dimi 
Konstantopoulos went up for the set-piece. 

It backfired massively. Fulham countered and 
McCormack ran half the length of the pitch 
before rounding the recovering Boro keeper to 
score his 19th goal of the season. 

"I had the chance to shoot from the halfway 
line but I didn't have any power left in my legs," 
admitted McCormack."! was struggling. I've 
been playing with a bit of a knee injury the last 
six or seven weeks. It's pretty sore. 

"When I was running through one-on-one, 


Ryan Tunnicliffe was on my right-hand side, so I 
was saying: ’You come up and I'll square it and 
you can get your first goal’.

"The 
way it had gone for them - 3-1 down, a man 
light - they took big risks and it got them back 
into the game, so they maybe thought lady luck 
was smiling on them today. They're an excellent 
side with a very good manager. 

"Ross could have gone early (with the shot), 

I'm sure that temptation was there and I'm sure 
he thought about it but in the end he made the 
right decision and I was delighted to see that 
one roll over the line into the back of the net." 

Fie earlier netted twice from the spot, planting 
the ball in a different corner each time, and 
Symons had no doubt that his top scorer would 
do the business from 12 yards. 

Fie said of McCormack: "That's a pressure 
situation but it's something Ross thrives on.

“People thought we would come to north London 
and sit back, like we did against Man United, but we 
gave it a go,” he said.
